DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-5, 13-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Schow et al. Note that teaching m, evaluatijng and testing are set froth in Schow et 
al and it is obvious that these controls ensure the quality of a workman performing the 
task. Note that the industry rules would have to be followed since Schow mentions 
working on US Naval vessels. Welding is taught and it would be obvious to include 
thermoplastic pipe in ;the types of welding. tNote that during the testing, parameters are 
measured. As per claim 16 note the use of barcodes on conventional welding fittings. 
Recording the location of the training as set forth in the claims is obvious. 

Claims 1-5 and 13-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the teachings atHobart Welding School. Applicant should note that Hobart 
Welding School is very well known in the industry and the student there would be tested 
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, trained and evaluated., with hands on testing. Industry standards for these covered 
tasks are taught rigorously there. It is obvious that the qualifications of a 
worknnan(student) would be ensured by such teachings at Hobart. 



Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 and 13-39 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
